C POPULAR MAKERS^ 
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were widely produced. Since their 
round shape and unexpected tilt 
were what consumers wanted, 
there is little differentiation 
between the various manufacturers' 
products. Stamps were not used 
extensively to label products, so 
collectors must use a keen eye to 
spot small variations. 

Several years ago, reproduction 
ball pitchers were released through 
Gibson and Anchor Hocking. These 
pitchers were sold at major retailers 
with only a paper label to mark 
them. Anchor Hocking reintroduced 
their Pillar Optic pattern, similar to 
the Jadeite pitcher pictured here, 
available in Jadeite and clear glass. 


Truly vintage Jadeite pitchers won't 
have raised seams on the handle. 
These seams signify the mass- 
production of modern pieces 
imported from China. The clear-glass 
pitchers have a smooth handle and 
were made in the United States. 

Cheery in color and quirky in 
shape, ball pitchers are fun to 
collect and display. Their wide 
mouths make them great as vases, 
and their rainbow of colors can turn 
a china hutch into a perfect spring- 
time spectacle. Pair your pitcher 
with hydrangea blooms that will 
mimic its spherical shape, or set it 
out on top of vintage linens for an 
idyllic pairing. I 




KNOW YOUR MAKER 

Telling one pitcher from the other 
requires a keen eye and careful 
attention to detail. Here are a few 
tips to help you know what to look 
for if you'd like to focus on a 
particular maker. 

HOMER LAUGHLIN- 

This company produced ball 
pitchers through their 
Harlequin line. These pitchers 
sport subtle, concentric rings 
around the bottom of the 
pitcher to the base. 

BAUER- 

These pitchers also have rings, 
but their groove and placement 
is slightly different. These rings 
are deeper and are only on the 
middle of the pitcher. 

CRONIN- 

Many of these pitchers have a 
white interior, but not all. They 
are sometimes sold as “Sevilla.” 

HALL- 

These pitchers, such as the 
Chinese red, have a white 
interior and spout.

With a shape reminiscent of the most beautiful clouds ever 
to grace a sky, and ethereal colors that are just as dreamy, 
hydrangeas are a true cottage mainstay. While you may not 
be able to grow them in your area, you can enjoy cut 
blooms from your local grocer or flower shop. Here are our 
favorite ways to enjoy this abundant bloom. 


Whether you buy hydrangeas or snip them from your own 
backyard, always recut the stems at a diagonal under run- 
ning water to create a new, bigger surface area that encour- 
ages water uptake. Two secrets for longer lasting blooms? 
Dip the ends in hot water for a few seconds to prevent a 
clogged stem, or dip the cut end into alum powder (find it 
in the spice aisle of your grocery store) to help keep the 
stem's pores open. 


To revive wilting arrangements, submerge the whole hydrangea 
completely in cold water for 30 to 45 minutes. You can also recut the 
stem closer to the bloom to increase water uptake. 


For perfect dried hydrangeas, pick them after peak bloom. 

If you are cutting them from your own garden, they have 
less moisture and will retain their color and shape better. 
Then water dry them by leaving them in a cool spot in a 
vase with water that goes only halfway up the stem. Let the 
water evaporate slowly, and don't refill it, to allow the 
hydrangea to desiccate gently.

WITH A TWIST

Redefine space in a classic style with a 
few designer tricks. 
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L ooking for something 

earthy and elegant? When this 
newlywed couple was remodel- 
ing their first home together, an 
1897 rowhouse in Chicago, 
Illinois, the kitchen was first on 
their list of renovations. With a tiny, L- 
shaped kitchen that left too little room for 
two to comfortably cook and entertain, 
they were looking for ways to create an 
open and inviting space for hosting dinner 
parties and someday serving a growing 
family there as well. 

After tearing down the formerly nonde- 
script kitchen, interior designer Lisa 
Gutow Berman worked with the couple 
not only to transform it into a functional 
space, but also to add a high-end look 
with a classic color palette and a few 
modern touches. 

A NEW SHADE OF GRAY 

"We wanted it to be light and bright and 
airy, but not the traditional white kitchen," 
says Lisa, "so we chose two different 
shades of gray."The back wall cabinets are 
a darker shade, while the island is a lighter 
shade. Combined with a beautiful 
Calacatta marble countertop, the space 
takes on a warm elegance. 

Floor-to-ceiling subway tile on all of the 
walls, along with gray grout, opens up the 
small kitchen space and gives it a French 
bistro flavor. Before, the cabinets were in 
an L shape, but relocating them to the 
back wall and replacing them with cabi- 
nets that reached up to the ceiling helped 
enlarge the space. 

Because the homeowners like to cook 
and entertain, the space was divided 
with just an island separating the kitchen 
from the dining area. This way, the couple 
can cook and chat with guests at the 
same time. 

"An island is always a great place for 
people to gather," Lisa says, "and now it's 
so inviting." 
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MINDING THE DETAILS 

With a neutral background, this is the perfect opportunity for 
some key accessories to pop — and it only takes a few carefully 
chosen pieces to really make your kitchen shine. Lisa adorned 
the kitchen with gold and brassy accents, like jewelry pieces, 
seen in the unique custom lighting fixtures and cabinetry hard- 
ware. "They're so pretty in person — they're a great detail," she 
says. "The brass really pops against the cabinet colors." 

Instead of a pendant over the island, gold flush-mount sconces 
were used as general lighting in the kitchen. A custom chandelier 
over the modern dining table and chairs became a dramatic focal 


point. "We had the number of buds picked out specifically for the 
space," she adds. "They're timeless materials, but with a little bit of 
an edge. Those details can add a hint of glamour."

A FARMHOUSE STYLE 
FOUNDATION 

The turn-of-the century farmhouse was 
in too poor a state to be renovated and 
raised with an additional floor like 
Emmanuelle and her husband, Frederic, 
wanted to do. So the couple decided to 
start from scratch. They based the new 
house on the original plans. "We wanted 
to preserve the spirit of the local architec- 
tural style and the typical lines of a farm- 
house," Emmanuel says. "We put some 
elements from the former house back on 
the new facade, like terra cotta orna- 
ments and wood shutters. The idea was to 
get a comfortable modern house with the 
character of an old one." 
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Endless Spring. To create a sweet 
harmonious Look, the couple made 
sure the color scheme of the house 
followed the tones of the surrounding 
landscape. The wall behind the dining 
corner is painted a soft sea green 
(Green Blue from Farrow & Ball).

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Except for screening and waterproofing, 
Frederic built the entire 800-square-foot 
house brick by brick in a year all by him- 
self. "Fred is a real Jack of all trades; he can 
do pretty much anything — plumbing, elec- 
tricity, carpentry — and he likes it," 

Emmanuelle says. Trained as a stylist and 
model maker, she can sew, embroider, knit 
and paint. "I have always liked to use my 
hands and create things, and I was lucky to 
meet my husband, who shares the same 
passions. For us, it felt totally natural to 
build our own house. We are trying to pass 
this on to our daughters. Doing some 
block work, painting, sewing — it's always 
useful to know how to do it yourself!"

This sea green goes with the light blue 
sofa and is also reminiscent of the natu- 
ral landscape outside. "We wanted to 
have color continuity between the 
inside and the outside. All the colors we 
picked are also found in the natural 
environment nearbyt" 


EMOTIONAL DECORATING 

Emmanuelle says that your decor is 
more than what's attractive or on trend; 
it's about what shapes your day. 
"Decoration makes your life sweeter and 
your daily routine lighter," she says. "I look 
at each room and think is there anything 
here that upsets the eye? Everything 
should feel harmonious, starting with the 
color palette. We like light shades; they 
feel more appealing to the eye than 
rlo|rs QLVjv id patterni." 
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Feeling '50s. The checkerboard floor tiles 
were chosen for their retro style. In 
contrast, the living roonn is covered with a 
lunninous pure-white high-gloss painted 
parquet floor, which nnakes the whole 
honne feel crisp, fresh and ethereal. 


PERFECTLY PERSONAL 

The couple has managed to give shape 
to their decor with unique touches that 
speak volumes about their personalities. "I 
like it when the interior reflects the per- 
son's personality. When I am told, 'That's 
totally Manue', I know that I did well," 
Emmanuelle says. 

While she has trouble pinpointing her 
look, a lot of it can be traced to Nordic 
blogs and Scandinavian magazines."! 
found out about these other decor worlds 
thanks to the Internet, and they felt so 
close to mine. I finally found objects that I 
like and met people with similar tastes." 

At local flea markets and thrift shops, 
she gravitates toward simple silhouettes, 
organic shapes and tried-and-true country 
classics rather than any particular era. As a 
result, she's got a sleek modern couch, a 
farm-style breakfast nook, a '50s-era 
kitchen and simple midcentury modern 
tables and dressers. 

Her Nordic and retro furniture go per- 
fectly together, thanks to their simple lines 
and natural materials. "When we need 
something for the house, we'd rather wait 
and find something we really like than buy 
something new," she says. "The more years 
it has lived, the more we like it."

A HOME THAT HAS MANY 

MEMORIES IS DIFFICULT

moved out of the cottage 
where she had lived for 1 8 years, they wanted 
to keep the house but had no desire to 
become landlords for renters. Instead, they 
used their love of vintage antiques to trans- 
form the cottage into a tiny paradise they 
share with others. 


FINDING A PURPOSE 

Lauri and her husband, Brian, bought the 
cottage in 2004 for Marilyn when her husband 
died. After living there for 18 years, the 83- 
year-old decided she didn't want to live alone 
anymore, so she moved in with the Meyers. 
"We couldn't just use the house for play," Lauri 
says. "We had to do something with it." Both 
Marilyn and Lauri love to visit antiques shops, 
so they decided they would decorate the 
house with items they acquired and open the 
house for a sale once per month. 

As they filled the house with vintage finds, 
however, they realized they couldn't sell the 
pieces. "They Just seemed to belong there in 
the house," Lauri says. So they rethought their 
business plan. The Vintage House is now an 
event space for rent. Lauri and Marilyn have 
hosted weddings, charity events, baby and 
bridal showers, and even wine tastings and 
women's retreats.

VINTAGE VIBE 

When Marilyn first moved out they 
removed everything and started the 
Vintage House from scratch. They didn't 
set out with a style plan or overall 
vision — they just shopped. "We like to go 
on antiquing excursions. We typically 
don't know what we're looking for. Our 
eyes catch something, and we know we 
have to have it in the house."The collec- 
tion of vintage pieces has transformed the 
home into an eclectic paradise. "When we 
show off the house to potential clients, 
they always say they want to live here," 
laughs Lauri. 

When they shop for vintage pieces, 

Lauri and Marilyn focus on size, shape and 
color. "It's great when we can find a piece 
with the perfect color," Lauri says, but 
often, color can be flexible. If a piece has 
the right size and shape but deviates from 
the color scheme, Lauri works with it. 
"We'll sand it down and repaint, or sand 
the corners to make it look more vintage." 
Especially for wood pieces, it's more 
important to focus on the size and shape, 
such as the curves of table legs, the 
height of cabinets or wall art and the 
shape of chair and sofa backs. It's also 
easy to replace the fabric on couches and 
chairs — Just recover or create slipcovers. 

PLAY UP THE HISTORY 

The vintage vibe of the interior suits the 
cottage well. The home was built in 1 908 
and is part of the historic district of 
Overland Park. William Strang founded 
the city and wanted to entice his railroad 
workers to settle down next to the line, so 
he bought 600 acres of land and sold off 
individual plots at a low price. The Meyers' 
cottage is one of the homes Strang's 
employees built. 
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Combination Seating.Jinstead of purchasing 
a set of dining room chairs, Lauri and Marilyn 
went with a mix-and-match collection. Yet the 
look works — all four chairs match the colors 
and style of the room. 







Perfectly Balanced. Even though 
there are multiple pieces of art on the 
wall, they don't overwhelm the room.

Lauri's word of advice for taking on a 
decor project is to find people who will 
support you. "I wouldn't have been able to 
do this without my husband's support," 
she says.

CLUSTER, DON’T CLUTTER. There’s 
a fine line between displays that 
make viewers wish for a camera and 
wish for a dumpster.

Make 
sure there’s room to breathe between 
your displays. Focus on subtle, simple 
pieces with only a few pops of color.

H ow DO YOU RESPECTTHE 

PERIOD style of your historic home 
while adding your favorite modern 
design elements to it? As this project 
illustrates, there are creative ways you 
can honor history and Just reinvent it 
a bit. 

Matthew C. Brenner of Matthew 
Craig Interiors was faced with the 
challenge of incorporating 
midcentury-modern furnishings into a 1920s 
Craftsman bungalow. It turned out to be a 
dream project not only for the homeowner 
but for the interior designer as well. 

Brenner knew he and the owner would 
work very well together when he spotted an 
unexpected accessory during his tour of her 
home. "When I saw the light fixture in the 
dining room, it clued me into her personality;

I knew that she would be open to nontradi- 
tional ideas," Brenner explains. The fixture had a 
round, midcentury-modern aesthetic that was in 
line with what the designer envisioned for the 
bungalow, despite its Craftsman architecture. 

"I felt strongly about keeping it historically 
accurate, but aesthetics came into play. [The 
homeowner] is a fan of midcentury-modern 
style, so we had to bring it into the 
Craftsman. It was a bit of a challenge, but we 
made it work." 

Conversation Pieces. The famiLy Likes to 
entertain, so Brenner designed areas where 
guests couLd sit and chat. The front room, 
pictured here. Leads to the dining room. Large 
mirrors break up the waLLpaper pattern.

nnusic roonn/living 
roonn is thepiano, 
which Brenner 
painted using auto 
paint, taking it fronn 
a natural oak color 
to a blend of gray, 
tan and cream. 








Flea-Market Finds. 

Brenner picked up sonne 
inexpensive frannes at a 
flea nnarket and found 
sonne playful, fun innages 
for thenn. To hang thenn 
at the proper height, he 
cuts up plastic bags, 
nneasures thenn to the 
frannes and hangs thenn 
on the wall. The fannily 
nnennbers are avid readers, 
so he added books in the 
cabinet, placing thenn on 
their sides for a nnore 
relaxed look. 



EXTERIOR ESSENTIALS 

When Brenner arrived at the Seattle, Washington, 
bungalow, the facade was painted a pale green, and 
the homeowner was open to a new color. Brenner 
researched historic palettes and transferred the 
colors to a modern, contemporary design. "The 
Craftsman palette comes from the earth, so I picked 


a very dark gray, earthy color. It set the tone for the 
rest of the house," he says. 

In fact, gray became the predominant color 
throughout the interior, from the wallpaper to the 
area rugs to the furnishings. Even the living room's 
fireplace received a wash of light gray in a color 
Brenner calls "graige" (a mix of gray and beige). 
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CREATIVE COLOR 

What had been considered a design challenge 
in the beginning became an asset in the end. 

"The color palette helped us. We kept it mono- 
chromatic, so everything fit well together," 
Brenner says. "One of my favorite parts of the liv- 
ing room/music room is the painted woodwork. I 
love using a different color on woodwork. It's like 
adding a punctuation mark to a room. I painted it 
dark gray (Benjamin Moore's Iron Mountain)." 

The designer's most unexpected and creative 
use of the monochromatic color was his decision 
to paint the family's piano. With three kids taking 
piano lessons, the owner wanted to keep the 
piano in the living room, but the designer was 
against having it there because its natural oak 
color didn't fit in with the rest of the room, so he 
convinced the owner to move it down to the 
basement. But after some time passed, the owner 
wanted the piano moved back upstairs because 
the family also uses it for entertaining. 

"I said, 'Ok, but we have to paint it.' I researched 
how to paint a piano; I called a piano store to 
find out how to paint one," Brenner says. "When I 
asked about what kind of paint to use, they told 
me auto paint. Sherwin-Williams makes the auto 
paint, which is not sold in stores. I stuck with a 
monochromatic color that was closest to the 
wallpaper in the room, a blend of gray, tan and 
cream. It was a $6,000 Job, but it was worth it." 

GARDEN INSPIRED 

A traditional theme found in Craftsman homes 
is the concept of bringing nature indoors. 

Brenner used nature as his muse by adding 
accent pieces such as a Saarinen "Tulip" table, a 
Hans Wegner chair in a shell design and gray flo- 
ral draperies in the master bedroom. Planters 
filled with greenery bring the garden ambience 
to life. 

Brenner looks back at the redesign with pride. 

"I think it achieves what the Craftsman builders 
had intended: the aesthetics of Craftsman design 
with a modern edge," he says. EU 


One-Armed Sofa. Brenner designed the sofa 
and had it built by a furniture maker. He wanted 
only one arm because it is next to the front door, 
and he thought an arm on that side would look 
too closed off. The powder-blue and yellow pillows 
add contrast. 

Wonders of Wallpaper. The dining room had 
been painted in pastel colors, but patterned wall- 
paper brings the room to life. 
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Seeing the Light. When the 
designer saw the contennporary 
Light fixture in the dining roonn, it 
cLued hinn in to the honneowner’s 
personality, and he felt free to 
suggest different styles for the 
home. He added wallpaper across 
the top of the doorframe and had 
the felted wool rug custom-made 
with an ombre design.

Do your research. Study the 
historic styles and colors of the 
architectural period. People may 
wonder how a designer could 
take a Craftsman home and put 
midcentury-modern furniture in 
it. 1 respected the architecture; 

1 didn't knock down walls. The 
bones dictate the style. Popular 
decor elements of the midcen- 
tury-modern period included 
structured furniture and 
tufted upholstery. 

Reinterpret period colors. 
Instead of avocado green, apply 
today's colors to it. Don't be so 
literal and rigid with what the 
original color was. 

Master the monochromatic. 
There are many ways to add 
interest to a single-color palette. 
We mixed several patterns 
within the gray monochromatic 
palette. Texture was important 
as well; everything has a differ- 
ent texture. My trick is to lay the 
wallpaper and paint chips I'm 
considering for a room on the 
floor to see if it all works together. 


Modern Craftsman. This collage 
illustrates many ways you can add 
modern touches to an older home, 
in this case a 1920s Craftsman 
style. From the bold patterns of the 
area rugs and wallpaper to the 
colorful accessories on the kitchen 
counter and planters, you can 
update your home while being 
respectful of its history.

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OMETIMESTHE PERFECT HOUSE 
can have some not-so-perfect condi- 
tions. Artist and designer Katarina 
Wiklund's red cottage full of quaint 
vintage finds had her smitten from the 
beginning — it just wasn't in the perfect 
spot nor was it the perfect size. 

The hundred-year-old structure was 
selling below market because of its 
location. It wasn't a neighborhood 
Katarina wanted to call home, so she 
did what her parents did decades ago 
when Katarina was Just a child: She 
moved it. "Maybe it sounds strange, 
but for me it felt natural to move a 
house because my parents dismantled 
and moved a house when I was little," 
she says. "I thought that was how it 
was done." 

The whole house was dismantled, put 
on a truck and driven down to be closer 
to the coast. The turn-of-the-century 
structure was a simple country shack, 
which had been added onto through 
the years, enabling the couple to break 
the home down in parts rather than 
take on a whole-house move, which is 
costlier and more complicated. "We had 
no money. We could not afford to build 
a house," she says. "If you're handy and 
think it's fun to do things yourself, it's a 
good way to get what you want." 








A WHOLE-HOME CHECKLIST 

When Katarina and her husband had the 
home rebuilt on its new lot, they kept 
most of the interior as it was but made 
some changes in the layout, including 
pushing the kitchen to the back of the 
house and enlarging the dining room to 
turn both spaces into open-plan living. 
They also rebuilt the second-floor attic- 
turned-bedroom into a loftier space by 
adding large windows along the front wall. 
This required them to reconstruct the 
eaves, but the result is that the home has a 
brighter, more welcoming facade. 

Katarina also wanted the home to feel as 
if it had been in the landscape forever, so 
they were careful to situate the house to 
take advantage of some old-growth trees. 
Early on they also planted a few young 
trees to help fill in the landscape, while 
keeping the look natural.

MEADOW-STYLE GARDEN 

The plot was prime for the natural land- 
scaping Katarina was looking to uphold, 
thanks to its sunny location and coastal cli- 
mate. Her large garden consists of many dif- 
ferent kinds of vegetation, from fruit trees, 
shrubberies and flower beds to vegetable 


Original Elements. The turquoise kitchen 
is the original kitchen of the house. 
Katarina found new appliances with retro 
styling to give her a better functioning 
cooking space without 
compromising the quaint style. 
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gardens and meadow-like expanses, which 
she encourages to overgrow a little, to blur 
the lines between her tended garden and 
the wild landscape beyond. 

Past the corner with the cute outhouse 
is a narrow path that leads along the reeds 
and past a boathouse. Beyond some shrub- 
bery and a couple of small cliffs, you reach 
the little pier with a spectacular, unob- 
structed view of the tranquil and sparsely 
trafficked waters. Katarina often brings her 
morning coffee down to the pier, which 
she shares with the other houses in the 
area. But those hot spring days when it's 
time for a swim, it is usually the rocks that 
serve as the bridge between land and the 
chilly water. 

VINTAGE APPEAL 

Inside the cottage is where Katarina's 
eclectic and artistic style shines the most. 
Her rooms are a vintage gold mine filled 
with curious ceramics and artifacts, beauti- 
ful old books and charming fabrics. 

"I always go to the Saturday flea market 
in the village here," she says. "These days I 
try to keep it a social thing as it's always 
fun to look at things. Our small home is 
pretty filled so I have strict rules on buying 
more stuff." 

To complement the environs, many of 
her treasures bear a natural motif. Lots of 
her vintage finds sport floral patterns, and 
Katarina is drawn to collecting bird fig- 
urines and garden accessories that she 
repurposes inside for her decor. 

Keeping this assemblage clear, fresh and 
uncluttered is a foundation of mostly 
white — Katarina keeps her walls and furni- 
ture free of color so as not to overwhelm 
the small home with all the color and 
pattern found in her vintage wares. 

Curious Collectibles. The home’s shelves 
are curated with one-of-a-kind finds. 
Katarina is drawn to birds and creates 
vignettes around avian accents, but as a 
former art major, she also enjoys collect- 
ing figural sculptures in various styles 
from all eras. 

OPPOSITE I Smart Space. The steep stairs 
left a large enclave at the front of the 
house, which Katarina uses as an office 
nook. She added a simple cupboard beside 
it to enclose the space and provide storage 
for clunky supplies and toys. 
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Salvaged Treasure. The wardrobe in the guest 
roonn came with the house. Katarina gave it a coat 
of the same paint she chose for the garden gate. 
She painted the floors a buttery yellow for a 
bright, cozy look. 
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Pattern Perfect. The wallpaper in 
Fran’s bedroom is a screen print 
that Katarina designed depicting 
pills, patches and needles as they 
looked on an old pharmacy bag 
she found in her family’s attic. The 
white crocheted bedspread was 
from her grandmother. The 
turquoise fabric is Katarina’s 
design for Bemz. 
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Let the Light In. A buttery yettow 
paint nnakes the front entryway a 
cheerful spot. The wallpaper is fronn 
Cath Kidston. 

Sitting Pretty. The armchair at the 
other end of the loft comes from 
Ikea and is slipcovered with a fabric 
that Katarina designed for Bemz. 

She painted the old shabby stool to 
complement the pillows and turn the 
stool into a special accessory. 


ARTISTIC PERSONAL TOUCHES 

"I have always been fascinated by interi- 
or design as a way to tell stories, often with 
the help of patterns," Katarina says. "I work 
as an artist and designer, and this fascina- 
tion is something that brings those two 
jobs together." 

One of her creations can be found on the 
wall in the kitchen. "The 'wallpaper' in the 
kitchen is actually drawings of imaginary 
maps I made directly on the wall, and the 
wallpaper in my son's bedroom is a screen- 
printed wallpaper I designed myself," she 
says. "The design is taken from vintage 
pharmacy store bags I remember from my 
childhood: patches, pills, syringes and 
more on a gray background." She has also 
printed the pattern on fabrics and pajamas 
and on designs for the Swedish company 
Bemz, which produces alternative covers 
for Ikea furniture and cushions. The Ikea 
chair on the upper floor is upholstered in a 
fabric that Katarina made for Bemz, and 
the bench cushion by the window is also 
covered with her design.

For Katarina, rebuilding the cottage has been 
all about carving out special places wherever 
they are needed. While she's done that on a 
large scale with the home, it was important for 
her not to forget the smaller details too. "I made 
sure that each room had a cozy nook. I'm a big 
fan of creating seating areas that are strategic: 
either they invite you to take advantage of a 
view or sit and chat with the cook in the kitchen 
or even make the best of an awkward area by 
giving it purpose as a reading spot. I want my 
home to be a place where you can sit still and 
just enjoy what's around you." E]

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HEN YOU WANT TO TURN A DREAM INTO REALITY, 

you still have to work with what you have. Southern California is the land of 
the palm tree and poppy. But when a client wanted a traditional English 
garden with lots of green, creeping vines and bright patches of colorful 
flowers, landscape designer Kathryn Rue was up to the challenge. 

A SLIPPERY SLOPE 


Her client, Ann Jones, wanted an English cottage garden, but Kathryn 
had to work within the limits of the space, including the narrow back- 
yard facing a slope. "The face of the slope dominated the view from the

house and made the backyard seem 
very small," Kathryn says. "We pulled 
out a portion of the slope to create a 
raised pathway between the existing 
patio and slope." Surrounded by bushy 
greens, the path feels magical. "It united 
the entire backyard in a way that also 
created a sense of depth and space." 

Kathryn wanted to incorporate the 
slope into the garden, but didn't want 
it to become the yard's main feature. 
The solution was a retaining wall with 
rip-rap facing. Rip-rap is a material 
made from chunks of old concrete. 
Kathryn tracked down a construction 
project and was able to take some 
unneeded old concrete and use it for 
the wall. "The rip-rap gives the back- 
yard an aged looked beyond the actual 
life of the garden," Kathryn says. "It also 
creates the framework of the English 
garden look." 

The addition of the slope allowed for 
more planting space. Kathryn added 
several birch trees (Betula genus) to 
stabilize the hill and filled in the gaps 
with smaller plants. Now the slope 
continues the feel of the garden and 
makes the yard seem larger. 

A CHANGING LANDSCAPE 

Originally, the south-facing backyard 
baked all day in the sun. This kind of 
area is perfect for a garden with lots of 
color. Most of the bright flowers we 
think of as English cottage plants — 
daisies, cosmos, verbenas, zinnias — are 
annuals that need full sun. However, 
with the addition of the birch trees on 
the slope, the garden became shady. 

As a result, Kathryn had to be strate- 
gic about how she captured color. 
There were still some lingering sun 
patches, so she used these for flowers 
that need sun, such as roses, lavender 
and salvia. Then she sprinkled other 
areas with flowers that like some 
shade, such as foxglove and delphini- 
um. "The highest priority has always 
been to incorporate as many perenni- 
als and annuals as possible," Kathryn 
says. "So we selected plants that take 
part sun and part shade."

Amethystflower (Browallia 
hybridum). These purple beauties 
are annuals that will grow to be 
one to two feet tall. They’ll thrive 
best with filtered sunlight. 

Begonia (Begonia genus). These 
flowers come in almost every 
color imaginable. With their dark 
green leaves, they do well in the 
shade and even indoors. They’ll 
bloom all season long. 

Dead Netde (Lamium macula- 
turn). These plants bloom in 
white, pink and purple. The 
leaves have fine hairs on them 
and often have a silver sheen. 
Place dead nettle in full shade or 
partial sun and deadhead 
it regularly. 

Flowering maple (Abutilon 
hybridum). Flowering maple isn’t 
a tree but a shrub that often grows 
indoors as a houseplant. With del- 
icate orange blossoms, this plant 
will thrive in filtered sun. 

Impatiens (Impatiens genus). This 
hardy little plants come in a vari- 
ety of colors, including pink, pur- 
ple, white, orange and red. They 
work well as border plants, espe- 
cially if they find partial shade 


under larger plants. 
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DIY 

POTTING 

FEATURE 

To add extra interest, 
create a contained fea- 
ture such as this clever 
planting arrangement. 
All you need is a terra- 
cotta pot and a slew of 
small flowers such as 
pansies or daisies. Bury 
the bottom portion of 
the pot in the soil, and 
plant the flowers to 
look like they’re 
spilling out. 


PLANNING AHEAD 

Before jumping into a project, 
Kathryn takes the time to look around 
at the potentials and constraints. "This 
sometimes means an uncomfortable 
but very necessary discussion regard- 
ing the client's budget or space," 
Kathryn says. When she first 
approached this project, a mature fig 
tree dominated the yard. In order to 
achieve the client's overall goals, the 
tree had to go. "It was an emotional 
decision, but then the design possibili- 
ties could be realized." 

At the end of the day, the cottage 
garden is about infusing your person- 
ality into the space. "Have fun, experi- 
ment and add your own personal 
touches," Kathryn says. "That's what it's 
all about with this style of design — to 
have fun in the garden!" 
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The beautiful feel of the English 
cottage garden nnakes it the perfect 
location for tea parties, luncheons or 
even a barbeque.

When the team at 


HartmanBaldwin Design/Build 
tackled the garden area of the 


Pomello residence in Claremont, California, they wanted to 
complement the traditional English Tudor estate's refined 
yet inviting feel. The Pomello property underwent a major 
renovation that included extensive redesign of the main 
building as well as an addition of a nearly 1 700-square-foot 
gardener's cottage and a 10,000-square-foot garden. The 
garden was designed to surround the gardener's cottage, 
which also serves as a guesthouse. As the icing on the cake, 
an impressive and authentic 300-square-foot greenhouse 
was shipped over from England and assembled as a garden 
centerpiece and focal point. 

The resulting gardens are a wealth of hidden treasures. 
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beckoning guests to stroll down the pleasant pathways and dis- 
cover the decorative antique details throughout. The sound of 
water cascading gently from small fountains evokes a tranquil 
ambience that the delicate visual accents and planter-box 
lighting complete. 

"Typically English gardens are far more formal and structured 


[than this one]," HartmanBaldwin project architect Tom Trautmann 
says. "Our design is a more casual take on an English garden that 
employs the symmetry of a traditional garden, but its geometric 
properties are less structured, which results in a softer, more infor- 
mal feel as one walks through it." 

Whatever the square footage of your own space, English Tudor 
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style offers a straightforward way to give your garden a tasteful 
feel that can be continually refined and elaborated upon as the 
horticultural muse inspires. 

If you're planning to DIY, the HartmanBaldwin designers 
recommend supplementing your own creativity by researching 
gardening blogs. Many online communities exist for the purpose 


of offering advice, support and even basic templates for setting 
up your garden. EU

feeling of cohesion, take a cue from 
the rich, simple landscapes of Jane 
Austen novels.

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E ALL HAVE STUFF, AND THE OLDER 
we get, the more we acquire. The ques- 
tion then becomes how to deal with it 
all. You don't want beautiful pieces to 
sit in storage, but your mantel and 
dining room hutch are already full to 
bursting. In her new book. The Stuff of 
Life, Hilary Robertson makes sugges- 
tions for how to display the treasures 
you find and collect, whether they're 
pictures of grandparents, shells you 
picked up on the beach or thrift-store 
finds. "For me, making a home is really 
about the layers of things that are 
acquired over time," Robertson says. 
"Things that have stories remind you 
of places and people and a feeling of 
discovery. It's also a way of showing the 
world who you are: the museum of me." 


Tinker and Tweak. 

No collector is ever finished — 

there’s always something new to 
discover. As a result, the displays you 
create can move and change with 
time. “There will always be another way 
to do things, another possible configura- 
tion,” Robertson says. In this bathroom, 
the collection is adaptable by nature. 

The plants will grow larger, and visitors 
will use the soaps, lotions and powders 
by the bathtub. The flexibility of displays 
reflects our own movement and growth. 
“Most arrangements evolve without a 
plan and will change as time passes,” 
says Robertson. “That’s part of their 
charm.” Don’t let your displays become 
stagnant— let them grow with you. 


@ Go with Your Gut. 


This is the most artistic approach. Look at the items for their color, 
shape and size. “You don’t need anything except for your eye, your chosen 
objects and an idea of what you would like to achieve in the aesthetic 
sense,” Robertson says. In this display, the colors sweep in a backward L 
movement, from the top to the side, as the pinks give way to neutral colors. 
“The key is to shape and scale, grouping together items of a similar size,” 
Robertson says. Here, the larger pieces attract the eye first, which then 
goes to the smaller objects on the bottom shelf. Experiment with height, 
depth and layering to create a perfect exhibit.

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Curate a Collection.

THERE'S NO MISTAKE ABOUT IT: a colorful 

home is a happy home. And if you're a DIYer looking to 
cheer up a few corners in your home, Kristin Nicholas' 
Crafting a Colorful Home has got your solutions and then 
some. The author and textile designer takes readers on a 
tour of her New Jersey farmhouse showing the inspiration 
you might need to take the color leap in your own home 
and the steps you can take to get there. 

"The choice of the colors you use in your home is the 
most important decision you will make when decorating," 
Kristin writes. "Color is what you and your guests will see 


and feel as you walk through the door. Color is emotional — 
it can be fun, comforting, enveloping, jarring, safe, daring 
or calm." 

Color and how you choose to add it to your home also 
makes your decor personal. Kristin offers a multitude of 
projects for any room, from homemade hanging lanterns to 
punched-up throw pillows that put a unique spin on your 
style. Serious crafters will benefit from Kristin's textile 
background and her tutorial for making your own 
patterned fabric. Here's a look at our favorite project: how 
to make a stamped tablecloth. 
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WHAT YOU'LL NEED: 


► Pencil with new eraser 

► 3 wine corks 

► Rubber band 

► Vs" dauber or larger pencil with new eraser (to print decorative dots) 

► 100 percent cotton canvas (see Note) 

► Sewing machine 

► Steam iron 

► Dropcloth 

► Latex paint in an assortment of colors (see Note) 

► Fabric medium to soften dried paint (see Note) 

► 1" foam brush 

► Deli containers with lids for mixing fabric paint 

► Large table for printing 

► Fabric and craft scissors 


For this project I prefer using latex paint 
with a fabric medium rather than fabric 
paint. The latex paint is more opaque than 
fabric paints, and once you’ve bought a 
selection of small sample jars of paint, it’s 
considerably cheaper. For this project 1 used 
brown, ultramarine blue, geranium, orange, 
light turquoise, dark teal, green, and gold. The 
fabric medium 1 used was Golden GAC-900. 

1 used 4 yards of 72”-wide fabric (Dharma 
Trading’s PFD, “propped for dyeing’’) to create 
a tablecloth that measured 120’’ x 68’’ when 
finished. To make a tablecloth to fit your 
table, you will need fabric that is wider than 
your table. For the length, you need as many 
feet as your table is long, plus 2 feet for 
overhang. Take into consideration shrinkage 
when purchasing fabric. My fabric shrank 17 
percent in length but not much in width.

The paisley motif is one of my favorites of all time. The 
organic shape reminds me of a pear or a kidney bean. It 
decorated many of the print fabrics I made my clothing 
from when I was a teen. Later I learned that the paisley 
motif originated in India and Iran and is commonly seen 
on all kinds of textile designs from these regions. When 
textiles traveled the Silk Route and came into Europe, 
many European makers adopted the motif for print, 
woven and embroidered decoration. The word "paisley" 
gets its name from the Scottish town where intricately 
patterned shawls were made on handlooms rigged to 
weave up to 15 colors at a time. The simple asymmetrical 
shape combines nicely with other organic motifs such as 
flowers and leaves, like you see on my stamped tablecloth. 
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idea notebook 


HOW TO DO IT: 


PREWASH your fabric and dry it in the dryer. 

REMOVE it before it is completely dry so the 
wrinkles don't set. 

HEM THE EDGES. Turn the fabric under and 
press, then turn it under again Vt" and press 
again. Sew with matching-color thread. 

PREPARE YOUR STAMPS. Referring to the 
instructions on "How to Make Stamps for 
Printing Fabrics and Walls" sidebar. Make 
stamps using the templates on the right. 

You'll also be using the eraser end of the pencil 
and the wine corks for stamping. To make the 
3-circle stamp, hold 3 wine corks together and 
fasten them with a rubber band. 

COVER YOUR WORK surface with a dropdoth. 
Wrinkles in the dropdoth will affect the 
stamped designs, so be sure to smooth it out. 

MIX THE LATEX PAINT with the fabric 
medium, following the manufacturer's 
directions. You don't need a lot of paint. If you 
run out, you can always mix more. I begin by 
mixing just 1 tablespoon of paint with the 
recommended amount of fabric medium. 

USE THE FOAM BRUSH to apply paint to your 
stamp. Press the stamp firmly onto the fabric. 
Try a few sample stamps on some scraps of 
fabric to get the feeling. Begin to stamp your 
pattern by working in just one section of the 
tablecloth. Refer to the photo or create your 
own pattern. When changing colors, wash the 
stamp with water to remove previous color. As 
you begin stamping and mixing the different 
colors and stamps, your pattern will build with 
each motif added. If you're creating your own 
pattern and you want your tablecloth to be 
symmetrical at either end, print one end first. 
Then print the opposite end matching the 
motifs and colors in placement. To make it 
easier, take a photo of the first end, print the 
photo; then duplicate the design on the other 
end of the fabric. Work the center section last, 
filling in the middle area with an interesting 
pattern, keeping in mind that you may want a 
center focus for the design. Let each section dry 
overnight before moving onto the next section 
of the cloth. My tablecloth took parts of 3 days— 
one day for each end and a third day for the 
middle section. 

HEAT-SET THE PAINT on the tablecloth, 
following the recommendations of the fabric 
medium manufacturer.

WHAT YOU'LL NEED: 


• Templates on page 136 

• Kids' fun foam with adhesive backing for making stamps 

• l"-thick foam building insulation (often called gray or 
blue board) 

• Acrylic see-through stamp mounts (optional) 

• Scissors 

• Tape 

• Utility knife 


HOW TO DO IT: 


ENLARGE THE TEMPLATES as given or 
draw your own motif. Cut out the paper 
template. Using tape, attach it to a piece of 
fun foam with adhesive backing. Cut the 
motif out of the fun foam. 


REMOVE THE ADHESIVE backing paper 
from the foam and push firmly to stick the 
foam template to your foam insulation or 
acrylic mount. 


FOR USES WHEN exact pattern 
registration is not necessary, use the 
builders' foam insulation for your mount. 
To trim the insulation board close to the 
stamping motif, use a sharp utility knife 
and make a shallow cut around the motif. 
Gently snap the foam and it will break 
along the cut. 


WHEN YOU NEED TO SEE where you are 
stamping, as for a complex floral design, 
mount your foam stamp on an acrylic see- 
through mount. You can have these made 
at a glass supply store or purchase them 
online. In a pinch, a clear CD jewel case will 
work too.
